FOUR BOLSHEVIKI

WARSAW, Aug. 25.—The Polish 
war minister, General Solnowski, de- 
clares that four Bolsheviki armiies 
have been completely defeated on the 
northern Potish front. They consisted 
of 250,000 troops.

AGAINST RADICALISM 


Predicts Revolutionary Trouble 
For England But Says Coun- 
try Will ‘‘Pull Through’”’ 


ST. LOUTS, Aug. 25.—A plea for an 
international tribunal of justice to 
jsecure world order, fredom and peace 
was made by Viscount Cave in an 
address tonight before the convention 
of the American Bar association. 

“It is surely time,’ the viscount 
asserted, “that all civilized nations 
should combine to set up a court of 
international law. 

“There oan be no effect in” imter- 
national law until there is some 
standing trybuna] composed of men 
of outstanding ability who have the 
confidence of the civilized world and 
are authorized on the application of 
any nation aggreived, to interpret 
and adminster the law. 

Believes Foundations Laid . 

“I hope that I am not too sangu- 
ine jn believing that the foundations 
of such a tribunal were well and 
truly laid on the 24th of July last 
at The Hague. 

“{ am in no way concerned today 
with the question which, as I gather 
Americans are not at this moment ir 
perfect harmony—I mean the League 
of Nations. Let there be no mis- 
take—I am for the League. But, leav- 
ing the question aside, I think there 
are questions by which the principles 
of international law may be elucidat- 
ed and its sanctions increased,”

ESQUIMAUX ARE 
POOR HUNTERS 


Northern People do Not Possess 
The Acumen of The Indians 
Says Visitor 


Arthur Thompson, American Pros- 
Mector from the Arctic coast has just 
@rrived in Edmonton from the country 
of the Eequimaux which = stretches 
from Herschel] Island to the Corona- 
tion Guif, and in an interview at the 
Cecil hotel detailed to a Bulletin re- 
porter the latest data regarding the 
habits and customs of the most 
mortherly Canadians, 

On the journey from the Arctic sea 
ll went ‘well until the Gaveller? 
struck civilization in the guise of the 
railroad, from which time their 
troubles started, and a special train 
which met the party at the end of 
steel in the vicinity of Fort (MceMuray 
provided more excitement than did 
the long steamer and canoe journey 
through the barren lands and the 
frozen wastes of the north. 

Railroad “Made While You Wait” 
The track, according to the visitor. 
{gs of the ‘made ‘while pou ‘wait" 
variety, and the passengers had a busy 
time putting in fresh ties and getting 
the railroad vehicles up out of the 
muskegs. 

The party embarked on the train 
at Cache 24 which is about twenty 
miles from the end of steel, over three 
days ibeing occupied in making the 
trip from that point to Lac a Biche. 
a distance of about one hundred and 
sixty miles, 

Halts for repairs were made on 
several occasions, and in one instance 
the track disappeared. taking with it 
the tender of the engine, which hac 
to be jacked up with ties and a fresh 
portion of the track constructed, 
While this work was under ‘way 3 
reliet engine was sent out to assist 
in pulling the train to dry land, and 
the new arival very nearly came to 
grief at the eame place. 

According to Mr. Thompson, the 
Alberta Great Waterways is the most 
unusual line at the present time ex- 
tant, and passengers travelling on 
this public utility can be assured 
a series of adventures; unequalled in 
thelr variety. 

The north country has apparently 
gcne oil mad, says the man from the 
Arctic, and while en route to Ed- 
monton, a large party of ‘fifty-five 
persons ‘were met with at Fort Mc- 
Murray who were on their way to the 
north, taking with them a number 
of oil drilling outfits, while all new- 
comers in the north talk of nothing 
but oll. 

Very little snow was experienced on 
the Macfienzie river delta last winter, 
while the natives of this region have 
waxed fat and wealthy (by reason of 
the prevailing prices of furs at the 
northern outposts. 

Esquimaux Are us’ 
The Esquimaux of the Mackenzie 
river district appear to be especiuliv 
well-to-do, and own a number of 


down the river to the islands in the 
Arctic sea, and have the reputation 
of being fair sailors, 

Mr. Thompson was prospecting and 
trading as far east as the Coronation 
Gulf and in this neighborhood was 
in contact with the supposed blonde 
Esquimaux, but as far ag he could see 
there was {but little difference be- 
twen these natives and those furth- 
er west; they appeared to have the 
same ‘features, the only Mdifferencel 
of note being that their eyes were 
of a lighter color, 

In common with other tribes, these 
Esquimaux are described as being ex- 
tremely childish and simple, and as 
companions on a long winter hiber- 
nation they are not at all to be de- 
sired,

Owing to a firmly rooted superstt- 
tion among the Esquimaux, they will 
eat nothing on the ice pwhich is killed 
on the main land, and their winter 
hunting grounds are away from the 
const, the almost eole article of food 
is seal blubber, in addition to a small 
siytply ef fish, which during the 
summer is partially dried and thrown 
{nto a hole to keep until the cold 
weather. ‘ 

Seal meat !s a matter of life and 
death, and the Eequimaux in the 
winter time has no vacation, hut ‘he 
spends all his ‘waking hours crouch- 
ea over a hole in the ice, ‘waiting 
for an opportunity to spear ~@ seal, 

When one of the latter is captured 
the family. feasts, when there is no 
seal there is no dinner, and eccord- 
ing to Mr. Thompson their Ife is a 
very precarious one. 
| Women Folk Chew Boots

{put in the cold season chewing hides 
to manufacture boots, which is ® 
{tengthy and never ending process and 
lis the only manner known to the 
natives of preparing the hides for 
use as footwear. 

All the tribes possess ‘husky dogs. 
i but the theory that the latter are sav- 
jage animals, closely approaching the 
wolf in ferocity, is mot upheld by the 
visitor from the north, ‘who states 
lthat the famed huskies are a epirit- 
less, cowardly breed. 
| The Esquimaux possess no tradi- 
tions or history of any description and 
beyond a knowledge of their parents 
the natives have no link with the 
past. 

With the approach of the open sea- 
son the Eequimaux travel to the Is- 
llands in the Arctic sea, and hunt there 
for the summer, These islands dur- 
{ing this period of the year are liter- 
jally alive with caribou and musk ox- 
en, and haq the natives but some idea 
‘of preserving the meat they kill, they 
| would be able to lay in a supply for 
lthe winter and avoid being perpetu- 
ally on the verge of starvation. 

Contrary to the general belief, the 
Fsquimaux suffer from the cold more 
\than do the whites. one reason being 
ithat their headgear exposes the en- 
{tire face and their features are con- 
letantly being frost bitten. 

The usual deerskin coat and pants 
are worn by both the whites and the 


{natives, while the Eequimaux use 
deerskin ‘boots in the winter and 


“mukluks” made from sealskin in the 
open season, 
Climate Similar to That of 
Edmonton 


“The climate, according to Mr- 
Thompson, is very much the game as 
in Edmonton, with the exception that 
strong winds blow the yeur round, 
which, when the thermometer is 
below the thirty mark is ja great 
ordeal to have to bear. 

The only missionary effort along the 
leoast at the present time ‘s conduct- 
ed iby the church of England, who 
have’ a clergyman in residence near 
the Coronation Gulf, ‘who is _ per- 
forming a sr'endid office in civiticing 
and Christianizing the Esquimaux. 

With the exception of posible min- 
erals and oil which underly the é6ur- 
lface, Mr. Thompson can see no rea-

| Mr. Tanner is of the op‘nion that the

serious this winter unless drastic ac- 
{tion is taken by the authorles at 
once. 

“A survey of buildings, government 
‘or otherwise, should be undertaken 
{immediately with the object of ascer- 
taining whether any can be used for 
housing purposes,” said Mr. Tanner. 
“We have the new parliament build- 
ings. At the present time some of the 
spacious offices at the capitol are us- 
ed by just two persons, and the floor 
space js equal to or exceeds that of 
many homes sheltering from eight 
to ten people. In my opinion some of 
this surplus space could be turned to 
better account.” 

He thought that office work done 
at some other buildings might be 
carried cut at the parlament buildings, 
vacated to be used for rooming pur- 
poses, 
| “The rental question,” said Mr. 
Tanner, “is a serious one undoubted-
